THE CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


New J orx [OLONIZATION POCIETY. 


i 


ARTICLE I 


NAME, 
This Society shall be called the ‘‘New York Colonization 
Society. ” 
ARTICLE II. 
OBJECT. 


The object of this Society shall be the improvement of the 
condition of the African race ; by aiding people of color in this 
country to emigrate to Liberia; by assisting them to prepare for 
emigration.and for settlement in that land, and by helping them to 
become good and useful citizens of that Republic, so that it may 
grow into a centre of Christian civilization on the Continent of 
Africa. 

ARTICLE III. 


AUXILIARY. 


2 


This Society shall be auxiliary to the American Colonization 
Society, established in Washington, D. C., Anno Domini 
1816, and shall co-operate with the Board of. Directors and Execu- ~ 
tive Committee of the same, in carrying out its objects; and all 
monies received into the Treasury, not otherwise appropriated by 
the donors or by the Society itself, shall be remitted to the Treas- 
urer of the Parent Society. 


ARTICLE IV. 
MEMBERS, 


Any person residing or doing business in the State of New 
York, who shall express, in writing, the desire to become a 
member of this Society, and the willingness and intention to

aid in carrying out its objects, may become a member by a vote of 


the Society or of the managers thereof. 
ARTICLE. V. 
OFFICERS. - 


The Officers of the Society shall be,a President, six Vice-Pres- 
idents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, who, with twenty-four other per- 


sons, shall constitute a Board of Managers, any seven:-Of. whom. 


shall be a quorum ; and these Officers shall be elected at the annual 
meeting of the Society, at which meeting shall also be appointed an 
Executive Committee of five persons, in addition to the Secretary 
and Treasurer, who, in the-recess of the Society and.of the Board 
of Managers, shall conduct the affairs of the Institution. They 
shall be ev-oficio members of the Board of Managers, and shall 
make a full report of their proceedings to the Board at each meet- 
ing. The Board of Managers and the Executive Committee may 
make By-laws for theircown government. ‘The ‘Treasurer ‘shall 
hold all monies and securities subject to the direction of the Exe- 
cutive Committee. Vacancies occurring in any of the offices dur- 
ing the year may be filled by the Managers. All the Officers shall 
hold their places until successors shall be duly appointed. 
ARTICLE ‘VI. 
: MEETINGS. 

- There shall be an annual meeting of the Society on the third 
Tuesday of December in each year. . Special meetings may be 
called by the President, or one of the Vice-Presidents, on the appli- 
cation of the Board of Managers, or of the Executive Committee. 

The Board ef Managers shall meet on the first Tuesday of 
December, and at such other times as they may,designate. Special 
meetings may be called by the Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE VII. 


ALTERATION, 


This Constitution shall not be altered save at the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Society, by a vote of a majority of the members present.

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AMERICAN (.OLONIZATION POCIBTY. 
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ARTCLE I. | 3 

This Society shall be called the ‘‘American Colonization 
Society. ” 

ARTICLE II. 

The object to which its attention is to be exclusively directed is 
to promote and execute a plan for colonizing, with their own con- 
sént, the free people of color residing in our country, in Africa, or 
in such other place as Congress shall deem expedient. And the 
Society shall act, to effect this object, in co-operation with the Gen- 
eral Governngent and such of the States as may adopt regulations on 


the subject. 
AR'NICLE III. 


Every citizen of the United States, who shall have paid to the 
funds of the Society the sum of one dollar, shall be a member of the 
Society for one year from the ttme of such payment. Any citizen 
who shall have paid the sum of thirty dollars, shall be a member for 
life. And any citizen paying the sum of one thousand dollars shall 
be a Director for life. Foreigners may be made ‘members by a vote 
of the Society or of the Directors. 2 | 


ARTICLE IV. 

The Society shall meet annually at Washington on the third 
Tuesday in January, and at such other times and places as they 
shall direct. Atthe annual meeting a President and Vice-President 
shall be chosen, who shall perform the duties appropriate to those 


offices. 
ARTICLE V. 


There shall be a Board of Directors composed of the Directors 
for life, and of Delegates from the several State Societies and Socie- 
ties for the District of Columbia and Territories of the United States. 
Each of such Societies shall be entitled to one delegate for every five 
hundred dollars paid into the Treasury of this Society within the 


/6% : ARTICLE VI. j 
3 /The Board shall annually appoint one or j ore Secretaries, a 


Treasurer, and an Executive Committee of seven persons; all of 
whom shall be ex-officio members of the Board. § The President of 
the Society shall also be a Director ex-oficro anfl President of the 
Board ; but in his absence at any meeting a Ghairman shall be 


appointed to preside. 
: ARTICLE VII. 


The Board of Directors shall meet annually in Washington, 
immediately after the annual meeting of the Society, and at such 
other times and places as it shall appoint, or at the request of the 
Executive Committee, and at the request of any three of the Auxui- 
ary State Societies, communicated to the Corresponding® Secretary. 
Seven Directors shall form a quorum for the transaction of business. 
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‘ARTICLE VIII. 

The Executive Committee shall meet according to its own 
appointment, or at the call of the Secretary. This Committee shall 
have discretionary power to transact the business of the Society, sub- 
ject only to such limitations as are found in its charter, in this Con- 
stitution, and in the votes that have been passed, or may hereafter 
be passed by the Board of Directors. The Secretary and Treasurer 
shall be members of the Committee ex-oficro, with the right to delib- 
erate, but not to vote. ‘The Committee is authorized to fill all 
vacancies in its own body;; to appoint a Sectetary or Treasurer 
whenever such offices are vacant ; and to appoint and direct such 
Agents as may be necessary for the service of the Society. At every 
annual meeting the Committee shall report their doings to the 
ane. 4 and to the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE IX. 


This Constitution may be amended upon a proposition to that 
effect, made and approved at any meeting of the Board of Directors, 
or made by any of the Auxiliary Societies represented in the Board 
of Directors, transmitted to the Secretary, and published in the 

official paper of the Society three months before the annual meet- 
ing, provided such amendment receive the sanction of two-thirds of 
the Board at its next annual meeting.

The friends of the Civil Service Reform movement are satisfied that the difficulties 
which attend its favorable, or indeed attentive consideration at the hands of Members of Congress 
can only be overcome by vigorous pressure from without. The remedy for all political evils must 
of course be sought in public opinion, but this, for obvious reasons, is even truer of evils from 
which our administrative system is suffering than of any others. Members of Congress can hardly 
be expected to take action in the matter, unless energetically supported or rather impelled by their 
constituents at large. We therefore venture to hope that you will give to the enclosed address, not 
only such publicity as may be in your power, but the benefit of such editorial comment as you 


may think likely to advance the good object it has in view. 


We would also beg leave to suggest that you would promote the desired result by inviting 


signatures to the Address at your office, and thereafter forwarding it to the Member of Congress 
from your District.

DEAR SIR: 


Conceiving that the preservation of our institutions imperatively demands 
some radical reform in the administration of the public service, we desire to call 
your attention to the Bill introduced in the House of Representatives April 10, 
1869, by the Hon. Mr. Jenckes, of Rhode Island, and popularly known as the 
“Civil Service Bill.” Its provisions, as you doubtless are aware, are as follows:— 

Sect. I. requires competitive examinations as preliminary to all appointments to office, except in 
the case of Postmasters and offices requiring senatorial confirmation. 


Sect. II. creates a board of four commissioners, to be nominated by the President and to hold 
their office for five years. Their duties are defined to be— 


Ist. To prescribe qualifications for admission into every branch of the civil service. 

2d. To provide for the examination of applicants. 

3d. To establish rules for conducting such examinations, and to designate time and. place in 
each section of the United States for holding them. 

4th. To conduct these examinations, or to appoint examiners for the purpose. 

5th. To report their proceedings annually to Congress. 


SecT. III. prescribes that appointments shall be made on probation in the order of merit as re- 
ported by the examiners, and regulates promotion in office; one-fourth of all promotions to be made 
for merit, irrespective of seniority. 

Srot. LV. establishes a fee of five dollars for examination and ten dollars for a certificate of 
recommendation—all such fees to be paid into the United States Treasury. 


Secor. Y. empowers the board to prescribe rules for removal from office for misconduct or inefli- 
ciency, after due trial. 


Secor. VI. permits the board to appoint assistant examiners. 


Srot. VII. directs the heads of departments to suspend or dismiss their subordinates according 
to the finding of the board, after due trial. 


Sect. VIII. empowers the President to dismiss from office, but such dismissal is not to take effect 
if the officer demand a trial and is not found guilty of the allegations. 


Seor. IX. provides for the salaries of the commissioners and the expenses of the board. 

SEoT. X. empowers heads of departments to require their existing subordinates to undergo exam- 
ination, and all not found qualified to be dismissed. 

Sect. XI. requires appointees to serve in any part of the country to which they may be ordered 
by the head of their department. 

Sect. XII. declares all citizens of the United States eligible to examination and appointment, and 
permits heads of departments to designate the branches for which females may be eligible after pass- 
ing the necessary examinations. 

Sor. XIII. empowers the President or Senate to require applicants for office not included in this 
act to undergo examination. 


It will be seen that the effect of this measure would be to assimilate the civil 
service of the country to its military service, requiring evidence of competency 
before appointment, assuring continuance of office during good behavior, and 
stimulating efficiency with the prospect of promotion. Its result would speedily 
be to create an esprit-de-corps and a sentiment of honor, which experience has 
shown to be among the strongest securities for fidelity; while- liability to dismissal 
for inefficiency, neglect of duty, or ener: would insure the best exertions of 
every officer. 

We do not say that this particular bill is the best that could be devised for 
the purpose. Possibly the wisdom of Congress may improve it in many particu- 
lars, but we believe that we speak the sentiment of the community at large when 
we declare that some such measure is the imperative necessity of the time. It is 
now more than thirty years since the demoralizing doctrine was promulgated that 
the public offices were spoils to be divided among the victors of a political contest, 
and so thoroughly have our political soldiers of fortune adopted the idea that they 
have had the boldness to declare rotation in office to be one of the essentials of a 
democratic republic. It should seem that the mere statement of such a principle 
ought to be sufficient refutation of its wasteful and criminal absurdity, and yet 
the public has tamely submitted while the evil has yearly grown greater, until its 
gigantic proportions now threaten to reduce our public service to chaos and to 
subvert our institutions at no distant period. 


oe 
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It may safely be affirmed that no civilized community has a public service so 
costly and so incompetent as our own. Appointments made solely with a view 
to political advantage place in office men notoriously unfit for their positions or 
unworthy of trust; and these men knowing that their retention of place is in 
nowise dependent upon the faithful discharge of duty, devote themselves to elec- 
tioneering and wire-pulling, to the negtect of their proper functions. In many 
cases, knowing the uncertainty of tenure, they eagerly abuse their positions to 
- plunder the public and the government. Thence arises not only the multiplication 
of offices beyond all proportion to the work to be done, but the abuse of those 
offices to illicit gain until the fearful aggregate of unnecessary salaries is the 
smallest part of the pecuniary loss té the tax-payer. There may be exaggeration 
in the statement that from one-fourth to one-third of all the reyenues_paid by 
the community fails to reach the treasury; but the mere fact that such a statement 
can be made with even an appearance of truth reveals the demoralization of the 
service. | 

Yet the country is prosperous and thriving, and can afford to support a host 
of wasteful and dishonest officials, if it could thereby get its work efficiently and 
satisfactorily accomplished. It is, however, notorious that almost all branches of 
the civil service are managed incompetently, and however energetic and faithful 
a portion of the public servants may be, their efforts are neutralized by the inat- 
tention and negligence natural to others who regard their positions as simply 
political preferment, and who know that no zeal in the discharge of duty will 
enable them to retain their offices after an adverse election. Under such circum- 
stances slovenly management must be the rule and not the exception. i: | 

This costly, cumbrous, and inefficient machinery necessarily entails another 
evil of equal magnitude, in that it renders economy in the public expenditure 
almost.impossible. With political intrigue interpenctrating almost every fibre 
of the government, retrenchment may be promised but can never be performed. 
Too many influences are at work to stimulate extravagance, and the more wasteful 
a scheme, the more numerous and powerful are its advocates. A thorough and 
efficient reform in our civil service means the diminution of our current expend- 
itures, the increase of our revenues, the payment of our debt, the reduction of 
taxation, and the transaction of our business with promptitude and accuracy. 

All these, however, are but material and economical reasons in favor of the 
measure, and powerful as they are, yet are they the least important. A young 
and vigorous community can afford to waste its strength and to indulge in extra- 
vagance, but it cannot afford to debase its morality and to stimulate corruption, 
or to make its political life a mere degrading scramble for place. It is notorious 
. that almost all political movements are controlled by aspirants for office, that 
nominations are secured by corruption and elections are carried by fraud, and 
that which should be the dignified spectacle of a great free community exercising 
its highest right becomes a matter of bargain and sale, in which the people are 
treated as the property of a small class who devote their lives to the trickery and 
knavishness which rule. Politics are no longtr a science, and statesmanship is 
lost sight of, when “claims” for office depend not on experience, intelligence, and 
‘honesty, but on the cunning management of local conventions and skill in mani- 
pulating the ballot-box. Our present system tends inevitably to reward corrup- 
tion and to depress merit; not only are the public interests confided to incompe- 
tent or unfaithful hands, but the public sense of morality is rapidly dulled, the 
standard of political virtue is constantly lowered, and the reverence of the people 
for their institutions is correspondingly weakened. Nor is this all, for the present 
system exercises a most unfortunate influence on a large proportion of citizens as 
they reach manhood. Enticed from ordinary avocations by the allurements of the 
race for office, they deliberately,embrace a political career as a means of living 
without labor, and are not only lost to the community as useful and respectable 
citizens, but are depraved by vile and corrupting associations. Thus the ranks of 
dangerous and unscrupulous men are constantly swelled by new recruits who 
become as dead to the appeal of industry and honor as if they had abandoned 
themselves to the temptations of the gaming table. 


No institutions less strong than our own could have endured so long this 
systematic maladministration and pervading corruption, and even our institutions 
cannot resist forever the disintegrating forces thus at work. If Democratic 
Republicanism be not a mistake, the people must*show themselves as competent 
to enforce the performance of the routine functions of government as a despotism 
can be. It is not in great crises that public virtue is most severely tested, but in 
resisting the insidious corruption of prosperity. The one we have shown ourselves 
able to meet in the noblest spirit; to the other we are succumbing, and unless our 
fatal progress can be checked, the hopes of rational liberty for mankind will be 
arrested for centuries. |

Dear FRIEND, 

A deep sense of our responsibility impels us to address, directly, you and other friends of 
the Freedmen. Much has been done for this people, a large share of which will be lost if more 
is not done. Let us explain. 

They cannot be safe without common schools ; but only three Southern states have as yet 
begun to establish them, and there the effort is both partial and unstable—a recent election 
in the most forward of these states has already jeopardized the attempt. Model schools must 
still be maintained and teachers trained from among the people themselves. 

Romanists will, as is their habit elsewhere, soon have some of the finest schools and school 
edifices in the South, and will, attract colored youth to them. Protestants having more at 
stake should surpass their efforts. 

The Freedmen must have intelligent and practical religious instruction. This is essential 
alike to their industry, temperance, home-virtues, to their use of the ballot, their ability to 
resist error and to their eternal welfare. The present colored ministers cannot give this. 


They must themselves be instructed, and others must be educated for the work. 


The American Missionary Association 7s just prepared to meet many of these requisitions— 
it has buildings for model and normal schools, for collegiate and theological instruction, and for 
church accommodations. But the debt of the Association which was largely incurred in securing, 
at the critical noment, these very facilities, cripples it in their fullest use and in a much needed 
enlargement. Must this be so? Must we leave the Freedmen inadequately supported in an 
unequal struggle, just when we are prepared to make our help more efficient? 

The American Board has met once more, relieved of debt. The friends of the American 
Missionary Association are numerous. ‘They do not mean to desert the Freedman till he is 
placed in safety. Past vows and prayers and gifts attest this. ; 

Twenty-five thousand dollars in addition to current receipts, will not indeed meet our 
debt, but if given before the Annual Meeting will enable us to enter upon the next year with 
new energy. We therefore earnestly beg that the enclosed envelope be returned with such 
donation as a wise generosity may dictate. Will it not bless you as well as the Freedmen to 
remit something? You will greatly oblige by promptness, that the result may be known before 


our Annual Meeting, October 27.

Who can doubt it in view 
of the fact that, within the last few years, the North 
has consecrated millions of money beside Peahody’s 
millions, and thousands of loving hearts and willing 
hands to the thrice weleome work of educating the 
poor children of the South? Ina real republic, both 
the. men of moderate property and the men of large 
property are, if not too philanthropic to permit it, 


or any considerable portion of the masses, to grow 
up in ignorance. Onur Southern States are still, be- 
cause of their unfortunate inheritance ot slavery, but

are now? Yes, and as much better as churches with 
which Government does not interfere are better than 
those with which it does.. ‘The Government school has 
always, and necessarily, been a bundle of compromises: 
and, now, we are, but too probably, nearing the climax- 
compromise of its divorcement from religion. Just 
here, let me say that the schoo: is far worse than worth- 
less which, taking the child at its most plastic age, de- 
clines nevertheless to have a part in forming its relig- 
ious character. I would make infinitely more account 
of its success in persuading him of the deep sinfulness, 
the utter irreligiousness, of denying the equal rights of 
all men, or of voting on the side of the dramshop, than 
of the however high degrees of scholarship to which it 
had advanced him. When the handful of early aboti- 
tionists called on the youth to help them, and s0 com- 
paratively few responded,it was but tov painfully manifest 
that there had been more head-work than heart-work

I would not be blind and idolatrous in my regard for 
the bible. Whilst saying that itis the best of all books;

ing and study of every one, I, nevertheless, admit that 
no part of it is to be exempted from candid criticism.

Sectarianism, be it in the church or school, will not long 
continue in christendom. The spirit of exclusiveness can- 
not withstand the progress of science. Thelife of science 
will bethedeath of sect. At the present rate of enlighten- 
ment, another century will, probably, suffice to scatter 
the ignorance and superstition in which secta:ianism 
lingers, and to lift up sectarian schools and sectarian 
churches into simply christian schools and christian 
churches,

small part of my life, it has been one of my most 
cherished doctrines that the whole province of Govern- 
ment is to protect person and property: and, in the 
second place, the most influential, though, as we have 
seen, utterly unsound argument against this doctrine is 
that to. deprive the people of the Government school 
would be to deprive them of adequate educational 
means. Now, if this disturbance shall, as I warmly 
hope it will, ripen into the ruin and abandonment of the 
Government school, then the difficulty in the way of 
bringing back Government to its one duty of protecting 
the rights of person and property will be greatly. 
diminished. Happy the nation when Government 
shall be restored to its sphere and kept within it! For 


then Goverment will, no longer, be interfering with the 
laws of trade—-of demand and supply; no longer be 
interfering with the matter of education ; no longer be 


earrying letters and wewspapers for the people; no 
longer be giving the people’s money to this Catholic or 
that Protestant Institution; nor playing the part of a 
charitable society at the people’s expense. But driven 
back as Government will, then, be from all this and 
much other illegitimate work, it will be many fold more 
taithful and efficient than it now is in its sole legitimate 
work of protecting person and property. ‘The man, 
who meddles with the business of his neighbors, 
neglects and mismanages his own. What he most 
needs is to cast off the habit of meddling; and this is 
what Government most needs.

I do not forget that there is a people in the Weste¥n | 
part of our country, who detena their systematized and 
defiant polygamy on the ground that they have a re- 
ligion which authorizes this robbery. ‘So had the 
Thugs of Asia a religion which authorized their enrich- 
ing themselves by committing innumerable murders. 
But these great natiral rights, for which the polygamist 
and murdereg have no respect, are not to be left to lie at 
the mercy ‘of, religious pretensions: and the Govern- 
ment, which ‘shall persist in thus leaving them, will 
prove itself so unfaithful, as no lenger to deserve the 
name of Government. ‘’ That these religious pretensions 
are but religious? fanaticisms is too obvious to need 
argument. No rational Yeligion—such, for instance, as 
that taught by Jesus—makes war upon nature. On the 
contrary, its concurring with nature must ever be the 
highest proof that it is a rationai.religion. 

By the way, the most winning plea for continuing the 
Government school is that Government does, thereby, 
But where would you 
find many poor, were Government to punish and prohibit 
these crimes, which I have just now enumerated, and 
most of which are especially against the poor ? 
Certain itis that the failure of Government to do its 
duty, connected with its doing what is not its duty, is 
the chief cause of poverty. What less, for instance, 
than a manufactory of paupers is the dramshop, which 
(zovernment permits and even licenses ? 

The importance of driving back Government from 
all its usurpations and of insisting on its doing, faith- 
fully and fully, all the entireiy neglected and all the 
halt-done work of its sphere, seems to me quite too 
plain to make it at all necessary to expand my argu- 
ment to this end. It certainly need not be expanded 
until it is confronted. In the mean time [ will hope 
that the day is not far distant when the school fund 
shall be broken up, and every dollar of it used in pay. 
ing the debts of the State. It came from the people, 
and this js the true way to return it to the people, 
Under no plea whatever, should any of it be allowed 
to go to this, that or the other sect. Let the whole of 
the education funds of our State be thus disposed of : 
and this, if I do not: greatly misjudge, will, in its re- 
sults, be found the widest step ever yet taken toward 
restoring Civil Government from its pernicious perver- 
sions to its true uses, 

I close with saying that, at least in our country, a 
Government school should, like a Government church, 
be reckoned to be a thing of the past. Time was when 
the people were so conscious of their ignorance and 
weakness, as to inake it seem fit to them to be in the 
leading-strings of Government. ‘l'hey felt themselves 
to be incapable, without the guidance and help of Gov. 
ernment, to manage their churches. But they finally 
came to take them exclusively into their own hands, 
Ere long, I trust that they will feel themselves to be 
capable of the exclusive management of their schools 
also. The day has begun to dawn when the growing 
wisdom of the people will enable them to see that all 
they need of Government is its brute force, intelligently 
and conscientiously directed to protect them from 
foreign aggression and from being jostled by one- 
another, Government can never do more for its people 
than to protect their persons and property. If thus 
seeneedall they cannot prosper, then all the Govern- 
ments on earth cannot suffice to make the imbeciles 
prosper. Having done this much for them, Govern- 
ment is to leave them to work out for themselves

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WHY IS IT? 


Our Saviour loved Africa. In his infancy jit gave Him refuge 
from the violence of Herod, and in His manhobd it offered Him no 
such indignities as came from His native land. In Him, the promise 
to Ethiopia (Ps. 68: 31) was “yea and amen,’ and his dying in- 
junction, “ Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature’? (Mark 16: 15) included that primeval home of the black 
man. 3 [ : 
In the first three centuries after His ascension, churches existed 
along the borders of the Mediterranean sea, but long, long ago they 
expired, and for fifteen hundred years little, very little, has been 
done by Christian countries for the illumination of Africa. Asia, 
Kurope, the isles of the seas, have been frequented by missionaries 
and teachers. Bibles and tracts in great numbers have flown in 
every other direction. Exploration, commerce, emigration, have 
borne the light of Christianity to all regions of the earth; but dark- 
ness for the most part, still broods over Africa. 

Ought this longer to be? Look at this “last and least” (as com- 
monly esteemed) of all quarters of the earth: rising from the bosom 
of the tropics, singularly disjoined and remote from other parts, 
rounded by a coast remarkable for its regularity, with twelve millions 
of square miles of surface, and one hundred and fifty millions of 
inhabitants—upon a most fertile soil, rich in 1 every natural treasure 
and product, =a aHimate , : 
witerde=—is not this land to be aires’ with the Gospel, sad are 
not its people to be raised from the degradation and woes of Pagan- 
ism and currupt civilization? Most certainly, if the faith of the 
believer is ever to be realized ! : 

How, then, can the American Christian be content to allow Africa 
to receive only a small share of his sympathies and gifts? It is esti- 
mated that less than one-tenth of all the missionary and philanthro- 
pic beneficence of this country goes to that continent. No Christian 
land exceeds this in missionary zeal and enterprize, and yet Europe

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IS IT RIGHT TO BE RICH?

Many Christians are inquiring as to the scriptural rule 
of giving. Not afew are sadly perplexed to know what 
per cent of their income, and what proportion of their es- 
tate, at death, are required by the Great Proprietor. Very 
many live dissatisfied, and die in doubt, or sin. Probate 
and Surrogate courts witness scenes of contention dis- 
graceful to heirs, and many an angry and unforgiving 
heart is enveloped in the habiliments of mourning. 
Christian professors, in pursuit of wealth, in the use of 
property, and the disposition of estates by Will, ofter 
do not differ from mere worldlings. Thus large numbers 
disgrace the Christian name, and will finally appear at 
the bar of God in the character of “ unjust stewards.” 

For the purpose of explaining the scriptural idea of 
STEWARDSHIP, and doing something to elevate the views 
of the Church to a higher standard of duty, the follow- 
ing considerations are presented,.after sixty years’ experi- 
ence in mercantile life, to sincere and candid inquirers. 
May the Holy Spirit guide the writer and the reader in 
an examination of this important subject! 

Every man is a steward of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
will be required to give an account of his stewardship. 
To most men the opportunity is given to acquire property 
beyond a mere support, while some men are able to amass 
fortunes. Most men think they may use their gains, be 
they more or less, in supporting themselves and families, 
giving little or much during life, and bequeathing pro- 
perty as they list. Even Christian professors generally 
seem to differ but little from non-professors in this regard. 


ay 
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The idea of attorneyship or stewardship does not appear 
to be in their thoughts, or suggest any rule of action. 
The term steward appears to have been used by the 
Saviour in allusion to the practice of noblemen employ- 
ing persons to manage their estates, collect the rents or 
income, keep accounts, settle with the servants, etc. The 
term is similar in mearfing to what, in this country, is call- 


ed an attorney, acting under instructions, or in accordance 


with written authority, called a power of attorney. 

The Lord Jesus Christ has given each of us his stewards 
or attorneys written instructions, and they are contained 
in the Holy Scriptures. ‘The wayfaring men, though 
fools, shall not err therein.” We are required to obey 
them according to their obvious meaning, and a willful 
neglect to do so involves the loss of the soul. What, 
then, are these instructions? ‘He that hath ears -to 
hear let him hear.” 

The Parable of the Talents teaches us that as all our 
blessings and possessions come from God, “we are ac- 
countable to him, and should so use them as to meet his 
approbation.” And the Parable of the Ten Pieces of 
Money indicates “the gifts and opportunities of doing 
good with which he intrusts men.” He says to all men— 
and all are his agents or attorneys—“ Occupy TILL I 
COME ;” that is, use what he intrusts to you in a right 
manner, This manner is clearly indicated in the word of 
God, and is accompanied with repeated warnings and 
easily understood directions. Stewardship evidently in- 
cludes the employment of our time, as well as the use we 
are to make of our acquisitions of property ; but my ob- 
ject is chiefly to discuss that part of our stewardship 
that relates to the latter. What, then, is the divine 
direction in respect to riches ? 

1. The Bible warns men against seeking to be rich. 
“Labor not to be rich.” “Lay not up for yourselves 
treasures upon earth.” 

_ 2. It shows us the danger of striving to berich. “ But 
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they that will be rich fall into temptation and a snare, 
and into many foolish and hurtful lusts, which drown 
men in destruction and perdition.” 

3. It declares that it is almost impossible for a rich 
man to be a Christian. “It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God.” “A rich man shall hardly 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.” 

4. It instructs us to pray against riches. ‘ Give me 
neither poverty nor riches.” , 

5. It avers that it is impossible to serve both God and 
Riches. ‘“ Ye can not serve God and Mammon.” 

6. It pronounces a woe upon the rich. “ But woe unto 
you that are rich! for ye have received your consola- 
tion.” 

7. The Scripture asserts that covetousness is idolatry, 
and that the covetous and the idolaters are excluded 
from heaven. “For this ye know, that no . . ., covet- 
ous man, who is an idolater, hat:, any inheritance in the 
kingdom of Christ and of God.” ‘“ Mortify, therefore, 
your members, which are upon the earth, . . . and cov- 
etousness, which is idolatry.”* 

8. And it predicts the miserable end of men who per- 
sist in attempts to serve God and Mammon. “Go to 
now, ye rich men! Weep and howl for your miseries 
that shall come upon you. Your riches are corrupted, 
and your garments are moth-eaten. Your silver and 
gold is cankered ; and the rust of them shall be a wit- 
ness against you, and shall’eat your flesh as it were fire.” 

With these averments and Scripture quotations before 


* Covetousness is “a strong or inordinate desire of obtaining and possessing 
geome supposed good,”’. . . an inordinate desire of wealth, — avarice, and should 
be considered a disciplinary offense inthe church. Whynot? ‘It is remark- 
able,” says Venn, ** that covetousness, against which we are so earnestly 
warned in God’s word, is not of the scandalous kind, but such as may govern 
the heart of a man who is esteemed very virtuous and excellent by his neighbors. 
In the tenth Psalm, the covetous, whom the Lord is said to abhor, are the very 
persons of whom the world speaks well, which never could be the case did their 
love of money make them villainous or miserly; for men of this stamp none 
commend.”’ | 
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us, we are prepared for the statement of some definite 
principles in regard to the acquisition and use of property. 

1. We are to be diligent, unwasteful, hospitable, and 
ready to distribute. 

2. We may use for ourselves and families such dwell- 
ings, clothing, food, help, recreations, etc., as are neces- 
sary for health, education, useful occupation, and ability 
to serve most effectually our Maker and our fellow-men. 

3. We are to give, as the Lord prospers us, for the aid 
of the poor and the needy, the support of civil and religi- 
ous institutions, the establishment and support of churches, 
schools, hospitals, asylums, etc, the circulation of Bibles, 
tracts, the spread of the Gospel, and the conversion 
of men. 7 

4, But we are not permitted to amass and hoard pro- 
perty, with the view of becoming or being esteemed rich. 
If the texts quoted do not show this, they do not seem 
to mean any thing. 

It will be asked, What constitutes wealth or riches ? 
It may be defined as an abundance beyond what our em- 
ployment or necessities, the necessities of those de- 
pendent upon us, require in the community where our lot 
is cast. Such an abundance is a SUPERFLUITY, which is 
another word for riches. It is against such selfish accu- 
mulation and such unreasonable possessions that our Sa- 
viour uttered the malediction, “ Woe unto you who are 
rich.””* 

If, then, the hoarding of riches or superfluous wealth 
be disobedience to the commands of our Lord, it is mani- 
fest that the pursuit of riches or superfluous wealth is also 
forbidden by him, and we may not therefore propose to 
ourselves, as a goal to be aimed at, either the possession 
or the pursuit of such wealth. We may labor for a 


* The author distinctly admits that the Lord Jesus Christ has laid down 
no formal definition of ‘‘riches” or “rich,” but has, what is better in a 
moral government, exhibited the principles he requires, leaving his followers to 
determine, on their own responsibility, the quantity of property they may own; 
and has warned men against amassing and hoarding riches, as dangerous to 
their eternal welfare. 
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support, for the maintenance of our families, for a reason- 
able provision for them in/case of our death, and also for 
the means of doing good. Beyond this we are forbidden 
to go, and the Saviour assigns his reasons for the pro- 
hibition, reasons that evince a regard for our welfare, as 
well as for the honor of his cause and the good of 
mankind. : 

Does any one inquire whether it is meant that in it- 
self it is unlawful to hold and manage a large estate; 
and if it is forbidden to a steward to control a large pro-. 
perty in the interest of the proprietor? I answer—the 
chief object in view has been to show the unscriptural- 
ness of amassing and hoarding riches. With respect 
to the use of riches, acquires before a person comes to 
his right mind on the subject, it has been stated that a 
person thus circumstanced should, on learning his duty, 
relieve himself, as soon as he can discreetly and judicious- 
ly, of an incumbrance too heavy for a Christian to bear. 
And if a Christian finds himself possessed of riches, both 
he, and his steward acting on his behalf and under his 
authority, are, according to the doctrine of this tract, to 
be rectus in curia before the court of heaven, by making 
such a disposition of superfluous wealth as will reduce 
the property committed to him to a sum that a Christian 
is justified in holding. 

But some one may inquire, seeing that many branches 
of manufactures can not be carried on without, a large 
capital, whether Christians are required to abandon all 
such enterprises. The answer is, certainly not; but it is 
not necessary that a factory or any large concern should 
be carried by an wndividual, inasmuch as several per- 
sons, of moderate means, by combining them, could fur- 
nish capital sufficient for almost any lawful business. 
The development of the industry of a people, and of the 
resources of a country may demand concentrated wealth, 
but codperative wealth, like codperative industry, is the 
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safest and best, and most consistent with a republican 
government and with Christianity. 

It may strike the reader that a “rich man,” in the sense 
of the term used by our Lord and the apostle James, is 
only one who doves riches; who amasses and hoards 
money for selfish purposes, and who regards it as abso- 
lutely his own. It is true that the guilt, is chiefly in 
loving riches; but it is also believed to be true that 
every well-instructed Christian, who aims ; at being rich, 
or who, by a too restricted Mktbution of his acquisi- 
tions, allows himself to be a rich man, shows by such a 
course that he in fact loves riches, and consequently 
comes under the condemnation of the Lord and the 
apostle. 

A case has been suggested of a very Liberal : man, who 
is largely engaged in business, and gives freely to various 
objects of Christian benevolence; and it is asked, Is he 


not justified in wielding a large capital when he conse- 


crates the profits of his business to such good objects? 
It will not do to censure such a man, and if they were 
numerous, there would be little necessity for the publica- 
tion of this, or any similar tract. But even in such a 
case, casualties may occur that will show, thereafter, that a 
less amount of business and a still more generous dispo- 
sition of money might be for the good of the possessor, 
the welfare of his family, and the advantage of the com- 
munity. Sudden death, an illegal will and testament, 
unforeseen inheritors of the property, and various other 
contingencies may shed such light upon the subject as to 
convince men that the benevolent man alluded to had acted 
more wisely if he had been his own executor to a greatet 


extent.* 

* A case in point occurs to me. While I was treasurer of the American Mis- 
sionary Association, a gentleman called at the office to apprise me that in his wil] 
he had left a considerable sum to that excellent society; and he proceeded to 
state the language in which the bequest had been made. I felt it my duty to in- 
form him that such a proyision would be void for ** indefiniteness.”” He seemed 
surprised, and said the will had been drawn by an attorney in whom he had con- 
fidence. He, however, profited by the hint given, went home, and made another 
will by which the bequest was legally secured to the Association,

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These views, I am aware, will be sneered at by ir- 
religious men, and be deemed fanatical by thousands of 
professors of religion, who are running the race after 
wealth with the irreligious world, from which they are 
but little if at all distinguished. But we appeal to all 
candid arid honest persons, whether Christian or not, if 
these statements do not legitimately flow from the pre 
cepts of the Redeemer. If this be so, it is evident that 
a good steward can not heap up riches, or become a rich 
man, such as has been described; nor will he dare to do 
so. His principles will restrain him from such accumu- 
lations; and if he has become a rich man before seeing 
his duty, he will relieve himself as speedily as practi- 
cable from a burden that, in the language of the Saviour, 
will make it “ easier for a camel to go through the eye of 
a needle than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom 
of God.” | 

The general belief is, that religious men may pursue 
wealth in the same way asirreligious men, provided they 
give in charity or for benevolent objects more liberally, 
and leave larger sums to these objects in their wills. 
This course is advocated sonietimes by the religious 
press,’ and has been even inculcated from the pulpit. 
Such Christians consider their acquisitions their own ; 
that they have a right to dispose of them as they please; 
and the true idea of stewardship is excluded from the 
mind. They seem to forget the voice of the Lord of 
hosts, “ Hear, O my people, and I willspeak. The silver 
is mine, and the gold is mine... And the cattle upon a 
thousand hills.” God is the great Proprietor. He does 
not need rich men, but men rich in good works, faithful 
stewards, those who are willing to distribute according 
to his directions. Such stewards are said to be the salt 
of the earth and the light of the world. They shine be- 
fore men, and thus glorify their Father in heaven. Their 
course is like the natural sun, shining in its strength 
from the dawn to the close of the day, giving light and 
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heat, in imitation of Christ, their glorious leader, who is 
called the Sun of Righteousness, “as the source of light, 
animation, and comfort to his disciples.” 

But some say the apostle takes 1t for granted that 

there will be rich Christians ; for he charges such not to 
be high-minded, nor to trust in uncertain riches, but in 
the living God, etc. The apostle may bave addressvd 
those who became rich before the Gospel was announced 
to them, and who, of course, had never felt their obliga- 
tions to obey Christ in this regard. Now, the apostle 
directs them to make a proper use of their wealth. This 
must be the right exposition, otherwise Scripture is made 
to contradict Scripture, and we should remember that iso- 
lated passages are to be construed agreeably to the gen- 
eral drift of the whole. 

Covetous men will be prompt in making objections to 
the plan of giving above stated. If there are to be no 
rich Christians, how are church edifices, school-houses, 
academies, colleges, asylums, hospitals to be built and 
maintained ? How are Missionary Societies, Bible and 
Tract Societies to be supported ? How are the fine arts 
to be patronized? The answer is plain. If all Christians 
act as is enjoined in the word of God, money will be 
freely offered for every good cause, equal to the demand. 

‘There will no longer be any necessity for missionary and 
other benevolent societies making frequent and urgent 
‘appeals for funds ;” it will no longer be necessary for 
a multitude of men, many of whom have been ordained 
to the Gospel ministry, to go about soliciting funds to 
sustain religious and charitable institutions, nor for pas- 
tors to be urging their flocks to respond cheerfully to the 
call of the destitute, at home or abroad. The offerings 
of the church will be spontaneous and abundant for every 
good work. And with respect to adorning the walls of 
our dwelling-houses with costly pictures and statuary, 
how mr.ch better would it be if public galleries were es- 
tablishe 1, at the expense of a large number of persons

in all our towns, in which the more expensive pictures 
and statuary could be placed for the gratification of all 
the people. Is it not true taste to live in commodious 
but plain houses, while we unite with our fellow-citizens 
in the building and support of public institutions for the 
benefit of society at large on a liberal scale? Is not this 
genuine Republicanism ? And does it not accord with 
the principles of the Gospel ? 

The fact is, there exists a great mistake in regard to the 
value of accumulated wealth, when bestowed in large 
sums, in comparison with smaller sums discreetly given 
during the life-time. I would not detract an iota from 
the fame of men who, like Peabody, make princely dona- 
tions to cities, or incorporations, or for the good of man- 
kind, and I only wish that many others would imitate their 
noble example. But it should be borne in mind that if 
sums thus given, after the accumulation of many years, 
had been given yearly, or oftener, as Providence present- 
ed the opportunity, they would have done a great deal 
more good. The example, besides blessing the giver and 
benefiting multitudes, might have stimulated thousands 
to generous acts. And it should not be forgotten that 
there is a moral interest, so to speak, accruing from be- 
nevolent givings, that greatly exceeds the compound in- 
terest of commercial men. ‘“ There is that scattereth, 
and yet increaseth; and there is that withholdeth more 
than is meet, but it tendeth to poverty.” 

Is it wrong, then, to lay up property for wife and 
children? Is it not said, “ Butif any provide not for his 
own, and especially for those of his own house, he hath 
denied the faith, and is worse than an infidel”? And 
also, “For the children ought not to lay up for the par- 
ents, but the parents for the children”? This providing 
and laying up does not enjoin posthumous provision, but 
daily sustenance and support. The parent says, “I will 
act toward you as the loving father who works hard, and 
lays up what is necessary to enable his children to get their 
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bread.”” We may, however, make a reasonable provision 
for those dependent upon us; it should be only a reason- 
able one, and in accordance with the injunctions of Scrip- 
ture. And we should bear in mind that God, in his 
beneficent oversight and wisdom, has inculcated upon 
children that they “ requite their parents,” or provide for 
them in their feebleness and old age, as their parents 
nourished them when young and helpless ; and has requir- 
ed of children that they honor their parents by filial re- 
spect, and if need be, by support in their declining years, 
“for that is good and acceptable before God.” 

We are allowed, doubtless, to provide a home for our- 
selves and families; we may own a house, a farm, a shop, 
a store, a ship, and educate our children in literary, scien- 
tific, and industrial pursuits; we may aid them in com- 
mencing business, and in the various employments of life ; 
we may make provision for the support of our families 
after our decease; but all on a scale of Christian frugality. 
We may also insure our lives for the benefit of wife and 
children, should they survive us, and this course may be 
judicious in most cases. 

“Very well,” an objector may say, “this is in accord- 
ance with my theory, and my practice also. It is what 
I have always thought; every man should be left to judge 
for himself what an amount of property is required, in his 
circumstances, in his position, and to act accordingly. He 
must judge how little or how much he may give away, 
how much he may lay up for a ‘rainy day,’ and how 
much or how little he may give by his will to benevolent 
objects, and to his relations.” To that I agree, my 
friend, with proper limitation. We are free agents, and 
may interpret the word of God according to our under- 
standing and conscience ; but we are thrown upon our re- 
sponsibility as moral agents, as those who are to give 
an account of the deeds done in the body; and, in a studi- 
ous desire to know our duty with regard to property, we 
must not forget our duty as laid down for our govern- 
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ment in the sacred Scriptures, as already shown. By 
this rule we shall stand or fall, when we appear before 
God at the judgment-day. 

With regard to wills and testaments, it would be better 
for individuals and for society, if they were less frequent, 
if men were their own executors ; and if they are faithful 
stewards, they will not have much to dispose of, at a 
time when they can grasp their possessions no longer. 
Wills, if not set aside for informality, indefiniteness, or 
illegality of some sort, as they frequently are, are often 
the occasion of bitter contention and lasting animosities 
among heirs and legatees. The late Surrogate Bradford 
informed the writer that the scenes frequently witnessed 
in: his office, of relatives, dressed in the habiliments of 
mourning, in quarrels and angry speeches with refer- 
ence to the dead and living, were disgraceful to humanity. 

The question is often proposed, What proportion of 
one’s income should be appropriated to the cause of 
Christian benevolence? We do not deem this question 
of much practical importance, after the view taken of the 
law of Christian obligation. Still, for the sake of solving 
the doubts of inquirers, it may be said in reply: The 
tithe system, or the law of tenth, can be no universal 
rule. As a general rule, it is presumed that Christians 
would not think of giving less than one tenth, yet many 
might and should give more than this. They should see 
that with increasing means the proportion is not dimin- 
ished, but steadily and consecutively increased. Instead 
of this, it is usually the case that those persons who have 
in early life, or at a later period, given a tenth of their 
income annually to benevolent objects, seldom, if ever, 
continue the practice when they become rich. No in- 
stance of the kind has ever come to the knowledge of 
the writer. As riches increase, it is, he believes, the 
universal rule to diminish the per cent. 

Men say it 1s impossible to know, from year to year, 
wnat one’s income is.. Now, although men in business 
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may not be able, at all times, each week or month, to 
know what their income is, yet this does not prevent their 
making provision for household and personal expenses, 
agreeably to some standard they have in their own minds. 
At the end of each year they can, if their business is well 
conducted, make a near estimate, and thus be able to 
give in some recognized proportion to their actual income. 
No conscientious man finds it very difficult to make the 
annual return to the United States Assessor of his income 
for the preceding year. He does it on oath, or affirma- 
tion, after it is made up'in the best manner he is able. 
Now, can not every one ascertain, as a steward of the 
Lord, with equal ease and correctness, what his or her 
income has been for the same period ? Will a person be 
precise in rendering the account to Government, and as a 
Christian be remiss or unfaithful in rendering to the 
Great Proprietor a return as He has prospered him ? 
Christian professor! ‘Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked ; for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.” 

Thus much has been said on this head to show how 
unreasonable it is that Christians should give less than a 
tenth of their income, and how preposterous the excuse 
is, that it is difficult or impossible to ascertain how much 
one’s income is. But no one should be content to give 
‘only a tenth, if his income allows him to give more. A 
Christian is bound to give as the Lord prospers him, and 
the Lord will hold him to this, as a universal rule, from the 
obligation and responsibility of which no living soul shall 
escape. A tenth will do for those who can give no more; 
but, as has been well observed, “in very many cases, the 
amount dictated by the rule would hardly be enough to 
throw any, even the smallest, twinges into the soul’s cleav- 
ing selfishness. A tenth can be given, and the man never 


know, by an appreciable diminution, that he has given 


any thing’; of course he can give all that and vastly 
more without beginning to feel it. What is done is but 
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shelling off some of the loose outer scales of one of these 
leviathans of wealth. The giving, to be effectual as a 
discipline, must be on a principle that shall touch and re- 
strict the desire for getting—the intent to have more; 
for all the mischief and meanness and smallness lie in 
that—emanate from that. On that, it is, all Scripture 
pours its intense and concentrated reprobation.” 

To one imbued with the spirit of Christ, the question, 
How much of my income ought I to give for the good 
of mankind and the upbuilding of the kingdom of the Re- 
deemer ? will be easily settled; for he who truly lays his 
body upon the altar of God will present a living sacrifice 
that includes all his possessions, as well as all his time.* 
It will be well for us if this important truth is kept, theo- 
retically and practically, in constant remembrance. Then 
the sincere and consistent Christian steward would cease 
to inquire how much he may withhold and how little he 
may give to the cause of Christ; and be both afraid and 
ashamed of a rule that allows him, when he can do more, 
to retain nine tenths, while he casts only one tenth into 
the Lord’s treasury. What earthly proprietor would 
consent to such a division of profits 2 ; 

Capital, income, talents, example, influence, prayer, are 
all included. The great inquiry will be, daily, ‘‘ Lord, 


* A few words with regard to the credit system that so generally prevails among 
men of business. The supposed gains, under this system, are very fallacious, 
while the net gains in the long run, under the cash system, would be much more 
lucrative to the individual and more beneficial to the community. Besides, it is 
not easy to determine what one’s income or actual gain really is, when the 
credit system so generally prevails. This uncertainty affords a pretext too 
often for giving as little as possible to the cause of God or man. If the cash 
system were generally adopted, more money would be paid into the Lord’s trea- 
gury, and it would be a great restraint upon the feverish and almost insane spirit 
of speculation, interchange of indorsements, hazardous risks and wild expansion 
of business that harass business men, lead to bankruptcy, to neglect of families, 
to neglect of their own souls and the souls of others, and often to the ruin of 
body and soul. A merchant of remarkable industry and carefulness, now de- 
ceased, informed the writer that, during the thirty years he was in the whole- 
sale importing and jobbing business in New-York, as a drygoods merchant, he 
had made a fortune of eight hundred thousand dollars on his books ; but owing to 
bad debts, the amount had been reduced to so small a sum that he gave up trade, 
purchased a farm in the country, and, not succeeding very well, his sons are now 
clerks in New-York. So much for the credit system. \ 
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‘what wilt thou have me todo?” The prayer would be 


offered in sincerity, and be followed up by a conscientious 
performance of one’s duty. And the duty would be es- 
teemed a privilege. 

It was a wise prayer of Agur, the son of Jakeh, 
“ Give me neither poverty nor riches.” This is what the 
French call the juste miliew—the golden mean. That Qua- 
ker merchant understood it who, when he saw city stores 
and warehouses lighted up to a late hour for the trans- 
action of business, said, “1 have never had a light in my 
store since I have been in trade.” ‘ Ah!” said a friend, 
“why so?” ‘ Because,” the Quaker replied, “it has 
been my observation that those men who light up so as 
to do business day and night, almost always fail.” 

My own observation in mercantile life, of more than 
half a century, has convinced me: 

1. That eagerness to amass property usually robs a 
man and his family of much rational enjoyment; tempts 
to doubtful and disreputable acts; enslaves a man to 
business and corroding care; injures his disposition and 
temper; makes him selfish, unsocial, mean, tyrannical, a 
bad neighbor, and but a nominal Christian. 

2. That it destroys that calmness of mind and that 
sound judgment which are requisite to success in busi- 
ness ; that it tempts men to take hazardous risks which 
often involve themselves and others in perplexity and 
ruin ; that it leads to suretyships, which produce inquiet- 
ude, and often result in bankruptcy. 

3. That it leads to neglect of domestic, social, and 
neighborly obligations; neglect of children; neglect of 
prayer and the Scriptures, and neglect of one’s health of' 
body and soul. | 

4, That men of this description are seldom, if ever, 
spiritual Christians, however talkative they may be on 
the subject of religion, or however lavish they may be 
in occasional charities; and, on the other hand, 

5. Men of moderate views, as it respects business, 
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and diligent withal; men of caution, industry, economy, 
contentment; men who are faithful in all the relations of 
life, as husbands, fathers, and church-members ; men who 
seek first and habitually the kingdom of heaven, and 
give freely and cheerfully to good objects, as the Lord 
prospers them, in obedience to his commands, and with 
faith in his promises, are the men who have “ the promise 
of the life that now is, and of that which is to come.” 


We are required to use the world as not abusing it ; to 
act as pilgrims and strangers; to deny ourselves; not to 
hanker after wealth; not to put confidence in uncertain 
riches, which often take to themselves wings and fly away. 
There are men—but they are few in number—who act upon 
these principles. A broker in Wall street, of this cast, 
once said, “After thirty years’ experience, I find that 
money-lenders who take only legal interest, in the long 
run, make the most money.” Another remarked, “I 
always notice that when I am the least anxious to 
make money, 1 am the most successful.” Our losses are 
often gains, and our gains are often losses, and we should 
ever take heed to the solemn admonition of our Lord 
and Master: “For what shall it profit a man if he 
gain the whole world and lose his own soul?” Would 
that all business men; all who are devoting day and 
night to hazardous and hurtful pursuits ; all millionaires, 
and all aspiring to be such, had this inquiry conspicuously 
placed over their books of accounts, their “safes,” their 
‘¢ deposit-books,” and their “ trial-balances.” 

Here I desire to offer some matters of fact relating to 
professors of religion, members of evangelical churches, 
that have fallen under my own observation, showing the 
- mistakes made by good men in the use of property, the 
satisfaction derived by those who have been faithful 
stewards, and the astounding neglect of duty on the part 
of others who have grasped their wealth until it was 
wrested from their hands by the angel of death, and 
their souls were summoned to judgment. These facts re- 
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late exclusively to professors of religion, and are arranged 
alphabetically, to avoid giving the names of the par- 
ties. I confine myself to professors of religion, because 
this essay is particularly addressed to them. Did time 
permit, and the object in view require it, I might specify 
very many like instances among non-professors, where 
great injury or ruin ensued to themselves and their families. 


MISTAKES OF GOOD MEN. 


A. is a manufacturer, a praying, godly man, whose 
praise has been in all the churches, on account of his 
liberality to every good cause. Accompanying a dona- 
tion to the missionary cause, he wrote, ‘‘ I did intend to 
do more the past year for the cause, but the investment 
I made in a factory wholly deprived me of the means. I 
have recently lost five times more in one year than I have 
ever given to a cause that has ever been dear to me; one 
that called forth my prayers and exertions, and which I 
always intended to aid more liberally. My means are 
now gone, that might have been saved.” Perhaps this 
brother, in that instance, at least, invested in that factory 
more than he should have done in proportion to his con- 
tributions to benevolent objects. 

B. was a deacon in an orthodox church. He gave 
annually more than any other person in the city where 
he resided, and gave it freely, when called upon. He 
lived in affluence, and at his death left a large part of his 

estate to his eldest son, who was a deacon in an un- 
evangelical church. This son expended the money for 
the propagation of sentiments his father considered as 
erroneous and hurtful, and never contributed any por- 
tion of the property he inherited from his evangelical 
father for the support of evangelical views. At his 
decease, the property, largely increased, and amounting 
to upward of half a million of dollars, fell into the hands 
of an only son who, it is believed, never embraced either 
the sentiments of his grandfather or father, and who, 
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so faras is known, never made any effort to divest himself 
of the great incumbrance. 

C. was a member of an evangelical church. By pru- 
dence, economy, and thrift he acquired a large proper- 
ty, giving very sparingly to any charitable object. His 
children were brought up with the expectation of in- 
heriting fifty thousand dollars each, at the decease of 
their father. This anticipation was a great injury to 
them, benumbed their activity in business and _ profes- 
sional life, and prevented their usefulness. One of them, 
in mature life, said, “‘The knowledge that I had from 
a child, that I was heir to what I considered a large sum, 
made me indifferent to study and business, and well- 
nigh ruined me.” 


ASTOUNDING NEGLECTS OF DUTY. 


DD. was a merchant and president of a bank. He was 
a plain, industrious, saving, unostentatious man, giving 
sparingly, adding daily to his property. At an ad- 
vanced age, he passed off, after a few days’ illness, leav- 
ing, as is supposed, a million of dollars, the bulk of it to 
his family. 

E. was a merchant in New-York; had a city residence, 
a country-seat, and kept a carriage. A member of the 
same church, appointed to solicit money in aid of Foreign 
Missions, found this aged man, on an inclement day, super- 
intending the erection of eight or ten stores, and stated 
his object, in the hope of obtaining a large donation to 
the cause. The old man said he had for years contribut- 
ed to it, as he thought it was worthy of support, and he 
was quite willing to give the accustomed sum again—ten 
dollars! He was remonstrated with; urgent appeals 
were made to him; he appeared to be moved, and the 
next day sent his check for twenty-five dollars, as his 
part for the conversion of the world! A few days after- 
ward he was seized with illness, contracted while super- 
intending the erection of that block of stores, and soon 
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died, leaving nine hundred thousand dollars to his chil- 
dren, who had already acquired a sufficiency. 

F., a banker, and an elder in the church, was noted 
for parsimony. After one of the severest snow-storms 
ever known in the city, a committee, appointed to so- 
licit aid for the suffering poor, called on him. He 
said, ‘““I must do something ; please to call to-morrow.” 
They called. The old man took them out on the side- 
walk, looked at the sky and the vane, and said, “The 
wind has changed; I guess they can stand it ;” and left 
them. He died not long after, leaving upward of a 
million of dollars, chiefly to his son. Does not the word 
of God say of such, “ Thou fool!” 


GOOD STEWARDS. 


G. was a mechanic; converted while a single man; 
belonged to a free church; was seen to put a ten dol- 
lar bill into the contribution-box, at a monthly concert. 
On being asked how much he could contribute annually for 
public worship and Christian benevolence, he answered, 
“I think I can hammer out about a thousand dollars a 
year.” He was successful in business, and before many 
years had elapsed, had given thirty-five thousand dol- 
Jars in aid of one Christian enterprise. 

H. was a cashier of a bank. For a long series of years 
he and his wife economized to do good. ‘Their donations, 
though never large, were constant. In a letter to an in- 
quirer, who had asked him if he did not give too much 
to the missionary cause, he wrote, “‘ All we have has been 
freely bestowed on us by our gracious Father, and why 
should we withhold ? The blessed Gospel of the Son of 
God has filled our habitation and our hearts with joy 
and why should we not desire earnestly to bestow the 
same blessing on the poor slaves of the world and of sin ? 
We are our own executors; we wish to see the good 
done while we live ; it will pay a larger interest than any 
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trust company, and we don’t want to leave a bone of 
contention between our heirs and the Gospel of Christ.” 

J. was a merchant; was unsuccessful in several at- 
tempts to acquire property. Being converted, he resolv- 
ed on giving liberally, as the Lord prospered him, should 
he acquire property. He was successful, and was faith- 
ful to his promise. When Christians in the same line of 
business gave according to the prevailing standard, J, 
gave five or ten times more than they did. It occasion- | 
ed surprise, and a feeling akin to anger on the part of © 
some whose charities were thus eclipsed ; but it provoked 
most of his fellow-Christians to good works. One of 
them said afterward, “I soon found I could give much 
more than I had done; formerly ' gave fifty dollars, and 
now I can give five hundred io the same object. J. pro- 
voked us somewhat at first; but « must say his example 
produced a revolution among church-members, who now 
give ten times as much as they used to do to the treasury 
of the Lord.” ; 

K. was a dealer in real estate, and engaged in milling. 
He had a large heart, and lived to do good. He ex- 
pended a large amount of property to promote good ob- 
jects, and, while attempting to recover from embarrass- 
ment, suddenly died, leaving a wife and several children 
in almost destitute circumstances. In a short time after 
his decease, a relative of the family bequeathed a large 
sum to the eldest child, who married a prosperous man. 
Their daughter left a happy home and affluent friends, to 
be a missionary in a foreign land. How faithfully was 
the Scripture fulfilled as it respects this family, “I have 
been young, and now am old; yet have I not seen the 
rishteous forsaken, nor his seed begging bread.” And 
will not the Divine promise be fulfilled in respect to all 
good stewards? “For if ye do these things, ye shall 
never fail; for so an entrance shall be ministered unto 
you elrenduie y into the everlasting kingdom of our Lora 
and Saviour Jesus Christ.” 
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L. was a mechanic. By his industry, temperance, 
probity, enterprise, and Christian deportment, he became 
highly respected; filling to great acceptance the offices 
of Selectman, State Representative, Bank President, and 
Member of Congress, besides being a successful Sabbath- 
school teacher, and a devoted deacon of the church. 
He had a large family, and his children were taught in- 
dustry and self-reliance. At a good old age he died, 
in the full assurance of hope, universally beloved and 
venerated for his life of active benevolence, public spirit, 
philanthropic and Christian character. So large and 
frequent had been his donations to good objects, that it 
was supposed he had left a large estate; but it appeared 
that he had been almost literally his own executor; yet 
his family have never suffered for lack of friends or 
means. 

We write for Christian men and women—for those 
who have voluntarily taken upon themselves solemn 
vows, professing to have consecrated themselves and all 
their property to the Lord, to be used for him and the 
good of the world. Some act nobly, as we have seen, as 
good and faithful stewards, and may expect a welcome 
‘into the mansions prepared for those who love and obey 
the Saviour. Others, and not a few, it is to be feared, in- 
dulge in large expenditures, and give but little time or 
money for the good of the church or society, or the up- 
building of the kingdom of the Lord Jesus Christ. They 
live at ease in Zion, are clothed in purple and fine linen, 
and fare sumptuously every day ; they dwell in palatial 
houses, adorned with costly pictures, statues, books, and 
curiosities; they vie with people of fashion and wealth 
in display and extravagance, in parties, receptions, and 
other entertainments. After luxurious feasting, to use 
the language of the late revered Dr. John H. Rice, “they 
shake the crumbs to some poor Lazarus lying at their 
gate.” On which road do such travel, the broad or the 
narrow way? Do they, by their mode of living and giv- 
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ing, show the meaning they attach to the injunctions, 
“Be not conformed to this world ”—“Come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord.” 

The restless activity of worldly men, in their race for 
riches and in their sensual indulgences, is not unaccount- 
able. They are the devotees of the god of this world, 
and they sacrifice ease, health, domestic happiness, ra- 
tional enjoyment, and true felicity, in the insane attempt 
to amass wealth and enjoy themselves. They live lives 
of self-indulgence, are often consumed with terrors; they 
find by painful experience that gayety is not happiness, 
and they are frequently brought into desolation, as in 
a moment! But, Christian professor, are you content 
to live thus, and to die thus? 

The course pursued by many who bear the Christian 
name is marvelous. ‘Their abnegation of all the character- 
istics of a Christian, viewed in the light of the Gospel, is 
painful to all who truly love their Lord and Master, and 
must grieve the Holy Spirit. Like Dives they live, and 
like him they will die, unless healed of their backslidings. 
How often do they grieve the Lord’s collectors, men who 
devote their lives, in imitation of their Master, in going 
about doing good, laying the foundation of benevolent 
and Christian institutions, practicing great self-deniat, 
laboring in season and out of season to build up the 
kingdom of the Lord Jesus Christ, by their niggardli- 
ness, their vain excuses, the pittance they reluctantly 
give to the treasury of the Lord! How frequently do 
these men in affluent circumstances, decked in costly array, 
living in splendid houses, with rich furniture, whose names 
are on the assessors’ books as having incomes of twenty, 
thirty, sixty or a hundred thousand dollars, put off the 
servants of the Lord with their pitiful five, ten, or twenty- 
five dollars, when they ought to give hundreds and 
thousands! Ifow dare such men wear the Christian 
name, sit at the table of the Lord, and offer their prayers 
in the sanctuary, while they thus practically deny the 
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faith, the Lord that bought them, and treasure up an- 
guish against a dying hour ? 

And why i is itdone? For vain show; for the repu- 
tation of being millionaires or prosperous men ; for the 
consequence derived from being estimated wealthy ; for 
the purpose of indulging in sumptuous living and having 
a splendid equipage ; for the sake of being considered lead- 
ers in fashionable society ; in fine, of having people look 
up tothem. The folly of such a course is as marvelous 
as its wickedness. Such men are evidently on the road to 
ruin, and bid fair to reach the goal speedily. Their be- 
lief, it may be, in the doctrine of the perseverance of 
the saints, will not save them; for there is high authority 
for the declaration, “ But they that will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and into many foolish and hurt- 
ful lusts, which drown men in perdition.”’ 

If parents indulge in sensuality, ostentation in any of 
its forms, in lavish expenditures on dress, in meats and 
drinks, they will in vain urge the duty of temperance, 
frugality, and simplicity on their children, who will 
see through the hypocrisy, perhaps despise their pa- 
rents, and, it may be, imitate their example. If we 
desire our children to be industrious, temperate, thrifty, 
generous, and good, we must set them the example. 
Thus our direct influence will produce a beneficial effect, 
while our unconscious influence will probably exert a still 
greater. 

We may treasure up learning, integrity, honor, piety, 
and manliness, and children will not be injured by such 
hoarding ; but if we amass wealth or strive to do it, chil- 
dren, as a general rule, will be injured if not ruined by 
such a course. “Give liberally,” said a clergyman ina 
charity sermon, “ give liberally, and you will have enough 
left to ruin all your children.” When will parents learn, 
and act upon the knowledge acquired, that industry, in- 
tegrity, and piety are the best safeguards in educating 
their children, and the best inheritance they can bequeath 
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to them, and that extravagant living, affluence, hoard- 
ing money, or even a free use of it, on ourselves or child- 
ren, is most dangerous and almost always ruinous.* 

It would be wise in parents to inculcate upon their 
children, while in a course of education, and as a part of it, 
the superior advantages of industrial and benevolent pur- 
suits to the acquisition of property, both as it relates to 
usefulness and happiness, here and hereafter. And if 
children, after attaining to maturity, should devote a 
considerable portion of their time to labor for the improve- 
ment of those less favored than themselves, to the in- 
crease of their rational enjoyments, their educational cul- 
ture, their moral and religious advancement, they would 
find a source of gratification and happiness that the 
pursuits and attainment of wealth will never yield. Such 
employment would tend to check the feverish desire of 
riches, to restrain the sensual passions, and, under the 
Divine blessing, ennoble youth in whatever is virtuous, 
manly, and Christian. Such employment would be like 
mercy : 

‘Tt is twice blessed ; 
It blesseth him that gives and him that takes.”’ 

The course recommended, if adopted and persistently 
practiced by the members of the church of Christ, 
would produce a revolution most salutary in its results. 
Children would be reared with virtuous habits, with simple 
tastes, with desire to get good and to do good, for we 
have Scripture authority on this head: “ Train up a child 
in the way he should go; and when he is old, he will 
not depart from it.” The church would then have a 
power that is now lacking; primitive Christianity would 
be revived; ungodly gains would be spurned ; Christians 
would be free from fashionable follies. On every one 


that nameth the name of Christ devolves the responsibi-
